Monthly 
summaries  of  shipments  are  published  in  Crops  and  Markets.

The  material  published  in  Crops  and  Ivlarkets  is  similar   to   that  pre- KgiK''*% 
viously  published  in  V/eather,    Crops  and  iJarkets,    (except  the  weather  materii 
as  noted  above)  and  to   that  in  the  ivlarket  Reporter,  and  in  the  l.'bnthl.y  Crop 
Reporter,  which  were  combined  to  form  Weather,    Crops  and  Iviarkets  in  January, 
1922.
